Berlin, Aug. 3 (AP).—Three words 
[dunged Germany into the deepest 
of sorrow and moruning. 
“He is dead!” 
That was all that thousands could 
say. 
First news of President Paul von 
Hlndenburg’s passing reached most 
Berlin residents through the im­ 
mediate half-staffing of flags on 
government buildings. 
Solemn groups congregated 
on 
street corners. Large crowds be­ 
sieged newspaper offices where—be­ 
fore extra editions could be issued — 
telegrams announced the president’s 
death. Then came the radio an­ 
nouncement. the news spoken so 
slowly, the voice so full of Import, 
that the sorrow was brought home 
anew to listeners. 

But 
silence. 
The 
sorrowing, 
solemn 
throngs had no heart for conversa­ 
tion 
Just those three words:
